nuil the labor Question 


NEW YOBK, August 12.—The World 


has mterTiewed Lei and Stanford, who 
said: "Mr. Cleveland has cot gained 
much popularity in California. I can- 
not say that they diaappiove of his pol- 
icy, for they do not know irruat ic is. He 
does not seem to have oxUhned any defi- 
nite coarse. Our people do not know 
•where to plaoo him, and, of course, that 
does not strengthen him much. I do 
not think that ho could carry California 
in 1888. 
You will see how California 


stands in the election this Fall. Unless 
all signs fail, the Eopnblioiuis will sweep 
the State. 
CleTclfind has made a num- 


ber of very bad appointments in our 
State, and in my judgment he hits lost 
ground with the people over the coun- 
try by his pension vetoes. There are 
!\bont 100 of them in all and the alleged 
aaviug he has made is very small. A 
few widows have suffered and u few men 
have been deprived of muoh-needed as- 
sistance, but the President did not ap- 
pear to think of that. 


£Xr. Stanford then branched out into 


,ia extended discussion of the labor ques- 
kion, which he regarded as the most 
serious problem that was before the coun- 
try at present. Legislation in the past 
has been more directed for the pieser- 
vatiou of onpital than for the maintain- 
once of the working musses. Legislators 
had been studying how to hold Govern- 
ments together, and very little attention 
had ever been directed to the solution of 
the labor question. 
Mr. Powderly, in 


theory, was all right, perhaps, but it was 
a theory that never could be carried out. 
The doctrine thnt the world owed every 
man a living was well enough, and eveiy 
man could get it, too, if he was willing to 
work. The moment, however, thatyou, 
according to the Powderly theory, said 
to the employer, ''You must do so and 
so and pay such a price for such work," 
you overstepped the bonds of common 
sense, and interfered witb the inalien- 
able right of the employer to regulate 
bis own busiuess. Tho solution of the 
!«btn quo°tioij, in bjs judgment, would 
come with the Advimeetauat of the 
musses in education. 


The Cblnose Curse. 


WASHINGTON, August 11.—Acting Sec- 


tary Fairohild baa received a report 
from Special Agent Jermore at Tucson. 
A. T., to the effect that large numbers 
of Chinamen are continually entering 
the United States over the Mexican bor- 
der in violation of the law. The Cus- 
toms Inspectors turn them back and do 
all they can to fnforoe the law, but, he 
says, with little success. This is mainly 
duo to the fact that the force is too 
small to watch the frontier. The matter 
was referred to Judge McOue, Solicitor 
of the Treasury, for an opinion as to 
whether the law affords any remedy in 
such cases. 


In his opinion Jndge McOue quotes 


from the law bearing on the question, 
and says that he can see no more effect- 
ual way of preventing the smuggling ol 
Chinamen than through the special vig- 
ilance of Customs officers along the bor- 
der, first in preventing the entrance of 
obnoxious persons, and secondly 
in 


causing the return of those already 
within our borders to the country whence 
they came. The provision for fine and 
imprisonment for a violation of the Re- 
striction Act does not, in Judge MoCue's 
opinion, seeni to be practical, as in ef- 
fect it keeps in the country the very 
persons whom the law proposes to ex- 
clude. 
He suggests that as the viola- 


tions of law complained of occur through 
the contiguous territory of a friendly na- 
tion, the attention of the Secretary of 
State be called to the pubject. 


Governor Ireland's Views. 


NEW YOBK, Aug. 13.—The Herald has 


the following dispatah from Governor 
Ireland: 


AUSTIN (Texas;, August 12. 


To the Editor of the Herald:—You 


ask my views of the Cutting case. 
Cut- 


ting has never applied to me. It may 
be conceded il noceasury that Cutting 
has been legally convicted under tho 
Mexican law, but the people and Gov- 
ernment of the United States can never 
submit to such a rule of law. 
Every 


editor and every other person who writos 
or prints matter in the United States 
obnoxious to the views of the Mexican 
Courta can, at any time when found in 
Mexico, be arrested and punished as 
Cutting has been. The person of Cut- 
ting is net involved. Surely our Gov- 
ernment has not made an idle demand. 
No one wants war, and, I trust, no one 
wants peace at the expenco of National 
honor and the rights of American citi- 
zens. The only v,ay to avoid war is to 
^be ready for it, and nhow a willingness 
to accept it it it must be. Outrages 
have gone far enough and have been 
numerous enough.

ver, the product of the past year is 
nearly $3,000,000 above that of the year 
preceding. It is further noteworthy 
that while $51,000,000 worth of silver 
was produced, the Director of the Mint 
has been able to trace the use of less 
than $4,000,000 worth of silver in the 
arts, nnd that, while this is only a par- 
tial return, It represents no increase 
over the conespoiidiug use tbe year be- 
fore. The United States Mint, under 
the operation of the Bland Act, is obliged 
to purchase $2,000,000 of bullion every 
month. 
The Mint thus takes nearly 


one-half of tbo enlire silver product, 
but the remaining half is so much in ex- 
cess of the demand that even the Mint 
purchases cannot maintain the price of 
this metal.

In the past 15 years 
the American silver miner IIMS seen the 
value of his product leoedo from $1 30 
per ounce to 01 cents pel ounce. A 
difference of 39 ot'uts per ounce is an 
important item to silver miners, n»d it 
is no wonder they are kicking ngnicst 
what seems to.be a cruel fate. Wo know 
that some goof? silver deposits are not 
worked on account of the low puce, aud 
it is feared that otner similar claims 
will be closed 
Threats of that kind are 


already uttered at the great silvpr pro- 
diiciug centers in Utah, Colorado and 
Montana. In 1881 one-third of the total 
product of the United States was fui- 
nishedby the Colorado mines, and nearly 
another third by the mines in Utah And 
Montana. 
When other material fell be- 


low the cost of production self-interest 
limits the supply uutil the equilibrium 
is restored. Perhaps something of th?n 
bind will have to be adopted by the sil- 
ver miners, says the San Francisco But' 
lelm, though it will b« difficult to bring 
about u union of that sort, as some 
wines can unako money at 90 cents per 
on a CM far silver, while others would lose 
money at $1 pec ounce.
